ELECTIONS FOR PARLIAMENT 
IN RUSSIA. 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 15.—Yesterday, 
was the day on which the first elec- 


tion for the members of the new 
Naittional Assembly was held. Com- 
paratively little interest was shown 


in the important event, excepting in 
large cities, where large crowds 
were gathered around the election 
places. Disturbances were reported 
but the first national election of the 
empire passed off far tamer than had 
been expected. Thé result will not 
be known for some days to come.

Toronto, Oct. 15.—Bradstreet’s re- 
port yesterday says trade is increas- 
img, compared with a year ago. Col-

Poor cattle 
are on the market but are scarce, 
Mild weather has prevented an in- 
crease in retail trade, but wholesale 
trade is active. The movement of 
grain is very heavy. In British Col- 
umbia trade Is Yery active, as are 

also all kinds of industries.

ment districts with their limited 
powers of taxation should be called 
upon to provide such facilities with- 
out material assistance from Pro- 
vineial revenues, therefore this con- 
vention declares its belief that the 
Government should adopt without 
delay a vigorous and practical po] 
ey of bridging the more important 
streams and of meintaining a first 
class system of main thoroughfares

Lakes are pecuiiariy interested, in 
the establisnment of a soute to 
the seaboara aiternative to that af- 
fordea py railways to the Atlantic 
coast, and masmuch as the creation 
ef two new Provinces out of {the 
Northwest Territories gives. the 
first opportunity for co-operation 
with tms end in view, therefore 
this convention is of the opmion 
that the earliest possible steps 
should be taken to secure Joint ac- 
tion by the Governments of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia in order to ascer- 
tain definitely and finally the feas- 
ability of the Hudson’s Bay route 
as an outlet for our commodities 
and to decide upon the best’ meth- 
od of constructing a railway by 
that route to tidewater, whereby 
the long land haul may be dimin- 
ished by one half and the ocean 
voyage to European ports also ma- 
terfally decréased. 


In these clauses ample provision is 
made for the inauguration ‘of a 
practical policy of making easy the 
marketing of the produce of ‘the 
farm ana ranch, and for the estab- 
lishment of further railway com- 
petition in placing the export prod- 
uce on the market of the world. 


With satisfactory means of com- 
munication and transportation pro- 
vided, the profit of the producer, and 
hence the prosperity of th: produc- 
tive industries depends on the mar- 
ket price of the product. The price 
of the product of the farm, so far 
at least as the home market is con- 
cerned depends largely on the de- 
velopment of the milling industry by 
which that product is turned into an 
article of consumption. The Liberal 
policy outlined in the following clause 
provides for the encouragement of 
this industry and hence for the bet- 
terinent of the local market of the 
Province: 

Resolved that this convention 
recognizes the great importance of 
the miliing industry in the commer- 
cial life of this province and be- 
lieves that the provincial govern- 


ment should foster and encourage

The foreign market is beyond the

ince will depend almost entirely up- 
on the deveiopment of the agricul- 
turat and ranching industries, the 
provincial government should, assist, 
in every possible way and particu- 
larly by the establishment of -a 
system of dairy instruction by en- 
couraging cheese factories, cream- 
eries, forestry and fruit growing, 
by assisting the farmers and farm- 
ers’ associations to improve the 
breed of live stock of all kinds, by 
assisting agricultural fairs, by en- 
encouraging the fuil utilization of 
all farm products, and the prepara~ 
tion of such products for the marz- 
ket in the most condensed and re- 
munerative form, by the collection 
and dissemination among the farm- 
ers and ranchers of the latest and 
fullest information as to the best 
available markets, and by extend- 
ing to them every legitimate assist- 
ance in reaching those markets 
with the least possible loss of prof- 
it through excessive freight rates 
or thé intervention of the middle- 
men.
